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ITALY'S CONCESSION TO ART STUDENTS 

Italy has passed a law which renders it possible for certain foreign- 
ers to visit its national museums, galleries, excavations, and monu- 
ments without payment of the ordinary fee. This privilege of fee 
entry is accorded to foreigners who are (a) artists; (b) art students 
and art critics who have issued noteworthy publications; (c) professors 
of archaeology, historical and art institutions; (d) pupils of archaeo- 
logical, historical, .^and art institutions, students in-'the, (department oj. 
literature anc j philosophy, and in schools of/practical engineering' *'. 

Applications for a general permit for free entry to, all museums, 
etc., must be sent to the ministry of public instruction, on stamped 
paper of one lira, twenty cents, with an unmounted photograph (of 
the applicant) not to exceed five cm. by eight in size. Applica- 
tions for free entry to archaeological and art institutes in a single 
town must be sent on stamped paper of sixty c. to one of the heads 
of the institutes; and if the permit is required for more than a month, 
a photograph must be sent of the size mentioned. 

The application must be accompanied by the following documents: 
for persons under (a) and (c), by an academical document vise by the 
Italian diplomatic representative or consul in the country to which 
the applicant belongs, or by the diplomatic representative of that 
country in Italy. For persons under (b), by one of, the publications 
which they have published. For persons under (d), by an official 
document showing that they stand on the book of the institutions 
mentioned under that heading, for the year in which they apply. 
The document must be vise as in the case of the documents furnished 
by persons under (a) and (c). A. P.
